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During fiscal 1967, approvals were issued for 688 projects involving the construction 
of 4480 classrooms in all categories. Although the number of projects increased 
16.75Z for this fiscal year, the number of total classrooms decreased 10.2 Z. This 

may in some respect indicate the changing design of the classrooms into larger and 
more flexible areas of instruction. 

PUBLIC SCHOOL CONSTRUC TION 

This report includes in the category of secondary; all junior high, middle and in- 
termediate schools. 

At the elementary level a total of 367 projects were approved for construction. 

This total involved 60 new buildings, 296 additions to existing buildings, and 11 
projects involving remodeling and rehabilitation. (Table I) There were 807 class- 
rooms provided in new facilities and 981 additional classrooms provided in existing 
attendance centers. (Table II) The total of elementary classrooms represents 45.2 
of the public elementary and secondary count total. 

In the secondary field 34 new buildings were approved for construction and 127 addi- 
tions to existing secondary plants were approved. This construction provided 1,049 
secondary classrooms in new facilities and 863 additional classrooms at existin g 

secondary schools. In addition there were 27 remodeling projects at the secondary 
level.

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NON-PUBLIC SCHOOL CONSTRUCTION 

A total of 14 new elementary schools and 27 additions were approved for construc- 
tion. These projects provided 96 new classrooms at the new school and 98 additions 
to classrooms at existing elementary centers. 

At the secondary level 5 new schools were approved providing 98 classrooms and 
secondary school additions provided 45 additional classrooms. 

On a total basis 91.9 per cent of elementary and secondary classrooms construction 
was for public schools and 8.1 per cent for non-public schools. The total number 
of classrooms elementary & secondary approved for construction declined from 587 
in fiscal 1966 to 318 in fiscal 1967. 

SMALL PROJECTS APPROVALS 

Projects having a monetary worth of less than $15,000 do not require the services 
of an architect under Michigan Law. These projects represent a wide range of school 
districts buildings activities. Projects such as bus garages, concession stands, 
room partitions, boiler replacement, pressbox, athletic stadium, fire safety remodel- 
ing, and heating plant renovations were among 81 such projects approved for con- 
struction in fiscal 1967. 

TRANSPORTABLE B UILDINGS 

The use of transportable, relocatable, prefabricated, or mobile units increased 
tremendously in fiscal 1967. The rmraber of projects increased from 78 in fiscal 
1966 with a total of 173 classrooms to a rousing 190 projects including 366 classroom 
units in fiscal 1967. This represented 141.4% increase over the previous fiscal 
year. 8.1% of the total number of classrooms approved for construction in fiscal 1967 
were portable units. 
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Transportable Buildings continued 

School districts faced with a shortage of classrooms turned to the portable units as 
an immediate solution. A number of reasons have caused this need, (1) failure of 
school bond issues; (2) delays in construction: (3) highly mobile population; (4) 
federal funds; (5) re-organization of school districts; (C) reduction in non-public 
school construction. Transportable units have the disadvantage of being physically 
separated from the main building and thus causing travel by students for library, ser- 
vices, physical education, cafeteria, music and similar areas of instruction. 

CONSTRUCTION FUTURE 



Preliminary plans received in fiscal 1967 indicates that construction will continue 



at a high level in fiscal 1968. A number of districts which reorganized under Act 
289 have submitted preliminaries or are planning secondary plants 
An encouraging number (98) of special education rooms were approved for construction 
in fiscal 1967. Originally housed in temporary classrooms such as churches, and com- 



munity centers, school plants at all levels are including facilities for special 



education. 



Special attention will be given to school facilities in 1968. The School Plant 



Planning Section will carry out an extensive survey of all school facilities in the 
fall of 1968. Material assembled from school districts will include site, and building 
information. 
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SPECIAL FACILITIES 

In Table III special facilities are tabulated as totals for elementary, secondary, 

& higher education and extended as a single item. 

Following are some specialised facilities which are increasing in number, but are 
included in the categories below. Planetar Inins , commons areas, field houses, cafe- 
terias, central kitchens, greenhouses, and outdoor laboratories are all becoming part 
of the total school plant.
